1, Applications for passports must be 
addressed to the Honorable the Secretary 
of State, Ottawa. 

2. The charge for a passport, what- 
ever number of persons may be named 
in it, is two dollars, which must accom- 
pany the application, 

3. Passports are granted only to Brit- 
ish born subjects, or to persons natural- 
ized in the Dominion of Canada, who are 
either known to the Secretary of State or 
recommended to him by some person 
who is known to him; or upon the pro- 
duction of a declaration by the appli- 
cant, a form of which may be obtained 
at the Department of the Secretary of 
State, verified by any magistrate, minis 
ter of religion, physician or other re 
sponsible person, 

4. Passports are not valid 
years from the date of issue.

5. If the applicant be a naturalized 
British subject, his certificate of natur-

ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-segjion (164 
acres, more or less) of available Domin 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan ot 
Alberta. The applicant must appear ir 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agenoy for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, son,

Arthur J. Burn, the Calgary long 
distanee runner, who won the Mara 
thon trial from Edmonton to Fort. 
Saskatehewan on May 24th last has 
gone to the Pacific Coast. Ue will run 
in a Marathon race in San Francisco 
on May Ist and will probably compete 
in another in Los Angeles a month 
later. After that he may enter the big 
Marathon to be run at the A-Y-P ex- 
position, Speaking to the Vancouver 
World regarding the Olympic Marath- 
on in England last year Burn’s hands 
out the following line of dope: 
Longboat Was Doped. 

“Longboat was a strong favorite for 
that race and should have won it. But 
he was ‘doped’ to keep him from win- 
ning. That's just as sure as my name 
is Art Burn. I happen to know that 
Longboat was in fine condition and it 
should not have bothered him = any 
more to go the full distance any more 
than it did myself to go the first 15 
miles with only a week's training after 
I landed in England. The Indian was 
going strong and running the race 
just the way he had planned to do 
and told me of his plans. I ran side 
by side with him for three miles from 
11 to 14-mile marks and then he went 
on ahead just as he had planned to 
do. At 15 miles he was in fourth place 
with Heffron, Lord and Dorando 
ahead of him in the order named. At 
16 miles he had passed Dorando and 
Lord and was in second place, about 
two minutes behind Heffron, who was 
in the lead still. Then somewhere in 
the 17-mile they ‘slipped it to him.’ 
It was a heart stimulant of some kind 
and was given to him by his hand 
lers or trainers, They did not give 
it to the Indian for the purpose of in- 
creasing his pace, Any trainer who 
knows his business understands how 
much dope can be used with eafety 
under such circumstances, No, they 
purposely gave him an overdose and 
they pretty near fixed Mr. Longboat 
for good.
